Linda apparently was not upset 
too much by the episode. Dr. G.

$20,000 cash or negotiable bonds. 
Put same in envelope on top of 
your Sol Y Lomas gate tonight 
if you can. If not until tomorrow 
night put a red rag as a sign. 
If to be Monday night put a 
blue rag. If not at all—your kid 
will die of cold and hunger. New 
Mexico is an easy place to lose 
a body. Do not talk about this 
to police, FBI or friends. 

“Any effort to interfere with 
our messenger the child dies. We 
would like better $100, $500 or 
$1000 bills. In any case put 
money under rock at 7 p.m. and 
do not come back for one hour. 
Your child will be home in three 
hours.” 

Mrs. Stamm called her husband 
at once.

‘POLITICAL 
UNDESIRABLE, ON 
WAY TO HOMEINU.S. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 13 (AP)— 
A 4-year-old Czechoslovakian boy, 
once technically expelled from 
Holland as a political “undesir- 
able,” is arriving in New York 
tomorrow with his parents to 
make his home in America. 

The youngster is Tomas Stad- 
ler. The International Refugee 
Organization yesterday explained 
the boy’s status this way: 

His parents, Mr. and Mrs. Beno 
Stadler, were forced to flee 
Czechoslovakia in 1948. Tomas, 
then 214, and his sister, Ilva, 5, 
were smuggled out by friends. 
Tomas went to ‘Holland and Ilva 
to Germany. 

On their arrival in Germany, 
the parents sought to have Tomas 
returned to them. An occupa- 
tion statute required possession of 
an Allied entry permit. This was 
difficult. 


The Dutch consul explained to 
the parents that the boy could be 
admitted to Germany readily as 
a political expellee. It was agreed 
Tomas would be expelled from 
Holland, the quickest way to cut 
red tape. 

When that was arranged, the 
Stadlers waited on the German 
side of the border. An official 
Dutch automobile came up on 
that side, complete with police- 
men. Young Tomas was “ex- 
pelled” across the barricade. 

Now the Stadlers, all together 
again, are en route to America. 
They will make their home in 
Bayside, Long Island, N. Y., with 
Mrs. Stadler’s uncle, John Botha.

“Conditional on Performance.” 


The recommendation stated: 

“Grants and loans should be 
made conditional upon agreement 
as to reasonable standards of 
pérformance and should be used 
to help achieve these standards. 
It should be recognized that these 
conditions will frequently have to 
relate to broad internal measures 
and policies 

Truman said the “guiding con- 
cept of Mr. Gray’s report is the 
unity of foreign policy in its eco- 
nomic, political, military and in- 
formational aspects. Our national 
security can be assured only 
through effective action on all 
these fronts. I fally indorse Mr. 
Gray’s statement on the basic ob- 
jectives of our foreign economic 
policy. In his words: 


“ ‘The objective of our foreign 
economic policy has been and is 
to- encourage among the nations 
of the free world those economic 
conditions and relationships es- 
sential for the development of 
stable democratic societies willing 


and able to defend themselves | 


and raise the living standards of 
their peoples. 
« Benefit. of All Peoples. 


“ ‘These objectives are to the 
benefit of all peoples; their na- 
tional interests are bound up with 
our national interests; our secur- 
ity and well-being are clearly 
connected with their security and 
well-being. Neither we nor they 
can live alone or defend our- 
selves alone. This fundamental 
unity of interest underlies our 
efforts both to achive long-term 
progress and also to meet the im- 
mediate necessities presented by 
Soviet aggressive designs.’ ” 

Gray observed that the nature 
of United States measures to re- 
sist the threat of aggression in 
vital regions has been predomi- 
Hantly economic and political 
‘Yather than military. He said: 
“In actual experience, where 
our economic and political poli- 
cies have been effective, as in 
Western Europe, we have gained 
ground. Where they have been 
ineffective, as in parts of Asia, we 
have lost ground. It is in the 
economic and political fields that 
the major progress has been 
made’ or defeats suffered.” 

Recommendations listed. 

Giving pre-eminence to West- 
ern European problems, Gray of- 
fered the following recommenda- 


tions: 

1. To facilitate the required ex- 
pansion of Western European de- 
fenses in accordance with joint 
plans, the United States should be 
prepared to continue supplying 
aid, apart from military equip- 
ment, for another three or four 
years, the amount to be depend- 
ent on the rearmament effort ac- 
tually undertaken by individual 
eountries.

No Top Officers ‘Captured. 


A recent summary by Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur estimated the 
North Koreans have only 60,000 
soldiers left of an army of some 
400,000. But among the captured 
prisoners there was no enemy 
general, not even a full colonel. 

Here is what American intelli- 
gence officers believe - happened 
as the North Korean army started 
to crack in mid-September: 

The enemy general staff with- 
drew north by plan beyond the 
Thirty-eighth parallel. It issued 
orders to high field officers to 


defend as long as possible, then. 


pull back. 

The withdrawing forces were 
told to reassemble at Sinuiju, on 
the northwest end of the Korea- 
Manchuria border, and at Kang- 
gye, a town only a short distance 
below the border in the north- 
central part of the peninsula. 


Reorganizing an Army. 


The North Korean general staff 
apparently is doing its best now 
to reorganize as large a fighting 
force as it can. It is an attempt 
to regain “face,” also part of a 
Soviet-inspired program never to 
admit final defeat. 


Stragglers from scenes of de- 
feat in the south are being re- 
assembled after they walk back, 
ragged and sometimes without 
weapons, across the hills. The re- 
maining youth of North Korea 
are being forced into service. New 
units are under training on both 
sides of the border. 

The North Koreans have been 
compressed into about one-fifth 
of the country they hoped to rule. 
Instead of a population of 30,000,- 
000 from which to recruit, the 
Reds probably have left a pop- 
ulation of 5,000,000

So all over the world, land is a political is- 
sue, the kind of a political issue that is going 
to be decisive in the conflict between Commu- 
nism and democracy for the faith and allegiance 
of the world’s millions. 

To put itself at the head of the movement for 
democracy in land ownership should be a pri- 
mary aim of the United States. Thomas Jef- 
ferson’s ideal of every man a landowner is as 
moving a force in many. parts of the world today 
as it was in Jefferson’s day. 
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The Point of the Gray Report 

There are those who feel that the reverses 
suffered by the Administration in last week’s 
election ‘are bound to: have an effect on its 
foreign aid policy. To the extent that this is 
true, the Gray report, just released hy Pregident 
Truman, is especially timély. It is a reminder 
that the world situation ig not changed by the 
successes and failures of American political 
parties.

The Korean crisis has exposed anew a 
basic weakness of American policy in the 
Far East which has been troubling officials 
here for some time—the lack of a social 
program for Asia which would appeal to 
the masses of the people in that part of 
the world. 

Elements of strength in American policy 
have been demonstrated by the crisis, too, 
as well as this fundamental weakness. 
Thus virtually the entire free world has 
rallied to the support of the United States, 


_ partly because Washington has been able 


to claim, with conviction and credibility, 
that it is acting in behalf of the United 
Nations and in the interests of world 
peace and security. 

The situation would not be so eis 
ous, however, and the whole free world 
therefore would not so urgently need to 
suppott the United States, if it were not 
for the fact that this country has no pro- 
gram which appeals powerfully to the 
masses Of Asia, whereas the Soviets do 
have such a program. 

The Communists are succeeding in Asia 
partly if not largely because of the long- 
standing, ‘appalling poverty of the- masses, 
the chaotic conditions caused by the war 
and the weakness.of,.the Western Euro- 
pean powers. which formerly stood be- 
tween the Soviets and the conquest of the 
Far East. | 


The Kremlin’s Technique 


Propaganda ‘has-‘algo: helped the Com- 
munists win their victories. 

On the immediate issue of the Korean 
crisis itself, the Kremlin is employing one 
of the favorite propaganda techniques of 
the dictators, the technique of the “big 
lie,” which is based on.the.theory that the 
bigger the lie you tell, the more apt you 
sometimes’ are to be ‘Delieved. ‘Moscow 
claims, in this case, that the South Ko- 
reans, egged on by the United States, are 
the’ real: «3 eam they started the 
conflict. 


This claim probably will be believed to 
some extent, at least, by Communists and 
others. who hear little or nothing beyond 
what the Communists want them to hear. 
Even some others.:may wonder if maybe 
there Bid some truth in the Kremlin’s. 


allegations. The Communists’ liiateren 
propaganda is vastly more effective in win- 


ning sympathy and support among the peo- 
The Reds devote enormous ~ 


ples of Asia. 
amounts of time, money, energy and skill 
to this propaganda. 


The Russians, moreover, are more like 
the peoples of Asia than Westerners are, 
they live under more similar conditions 
and their minds work more as Asiatics’ 
do, and these factors may add to the effec- 
tiveness of the Communists’. claims. 


Most important of all, however, the 
Communists’ propaganda appeals to the 
masses in the Far East because of what it 
says apart from the way it says it. Put 
in its simplest terms, the Reds’ program 
is to take from the “rich” —that is, any- 
body who has much beyond the barest 
necessities of life—and give to, the poor. 


In countries where thé’ overwhelming ma- ~ 


jority of the population are incredibly 
poor, this doctrine seems to have much 
merit. 


Asia Rejects the West 


American propaganda and programs 
have no such appeal.- Democracy means 
little to the starving, the diseased and 
the degraded, and even the most enlight- 
ened form of capitalism means less, 


The peoples of Asia are “voting against” 
at least as much as they are “voting for.” 
They are rejecting things they don’t like, 
as much as they are embracing things they 
do. And Western democracy and capital- 
ism—and even Western socialism—are 
among the. things they reject with particu- 
lar violence.’ Even the local conditions 
which the Asiatics reject are associated 
in their minds, in many cases, with the 
rule of the West, and therefore with the 
West's ideals and institutions. 


- The’ Communists are against these 
things too. On this point, at least, their 
propaganda tells the truth, and the alter- 
native which they offer thereby . gains 
plausibility and appeal. 

Unless and until the United States can 
formulate and execute & program of social 
reform and improvement in the status of 
the masses of the people in Asia, it will be 
at a terrible disadvantage in. combating 
the Communists in that part of the world.

Diomedes, a non-party man, 
had been governor of the Greek 
National Bank and had served in 
several cabinets as finance minis- 
ter.

Six Elevens Remain in Fight 


For Honors in Pro Football 


NEW YORK, Nov. 13 (AP)—With one month of the season re- 


maining, the National Football League found itself all scrambled 
up today with no fewer than six teams in a red hot battle for 


championship honors. 


The won and lost figures in 
both divisions are exactly the 
same for the leaders after yes- 
terday’s six-game program. Cleve- 
land’s daly still are leading the 
American Conference, while the 
Los Angeles Rams displaced the 
New York Yanks atop the Na- 
tional group. 

If the Rams want to stay in the 
lead, they’ve got a tough job next 
Sunday in the league’s big game, 
when they meet New York at 
Yankee Stadium. 
Los Angeles eased into first 
place by blasting the Green Bay 
Packers, 45-14, at Milwaukee, 
while the Bears tamed New 
York’s Yanks before 50,103 cheer- 
ing fans packed into Wrigley 
Field at Chicage, 28-20. 

Browns Defeat Frisco. 
The Cleveland Browns had a 
rough time for three periods be- 
fore subduing the San Francisco 
49ers, 34-14, at Cleveland. At 
New York, the Giants pulverized 
the Chicago Cardinals, 51-21; the 
Philadelphia Eagles blanked the- 
Redskins at Washington, 33-0; and 
the Steelers defeated the Balti- 
more Colts at Pittsburgh, 17-7. 
Thus Cleveland and Los Ange- 
les lead their divisions with seven 
victories and two losses each.’The 
Chicago Bears and New York 
Yanks are deadlocked for second 
place behind Los Angeles, with 
six wins and two defeats. The 
New York Giants and, Philadel- 
phia have the same won and lost 
mark in their second place tie be- 
hind Cleveland. 

A total of 175,273 customers 
turned out for yesterday’s festivi- 
ties, and the largest throng at 
ne saw a real toe-to-toe slug- 
est. 

Trailing 7-14 at halftime, the 
Bears surged back with two touch- 
downs in the third period and an- 
other in the fourth to dump the

Rattermann passed for 
two touchdowns in the first half, 
but the rugged Chicago linemen 
rushed him vigorously in phe last 
two periods.

With the score tied 14-14 at half- 
time, Lou Groza sent the Browns 
ahead with a 22-yard field goal 
in the third period.

A 
fumble and an interception of a 
Frankie Albert pass gave the 
Browns two quick touchdowns in 
the fourth quarter. 


At the Polo Grounds, the New 
York Giants discharged the “T” 
formation and single winged Chi- 
cago for a total of 552 yards on 
land and overhead.

Washington now will be whether 
to use indirect or direct controls 
to stop inflation. So far, Presi- 
dent Truman has leaned. to indi- 
rect controls—taxation afd credit 
and monetary curbs. But a vocal 
group prefers price controls and 
rationing. Price celings have an 
appeal. There’s the price tag. It’s 
fixed by fiat. It can’t move. 

Manpower the Real Bottleneck. 

But price ceilings never stick. 
If prices are too low, goods dis- 
appear from the “white” market 
and go under the counter to the 
“black” market. Further, price 
control would require a large 
administrative force. Third, it 
merely puts off the day of reck- 
oning. When the ceilings are’ re- 
moved, prices shoot up—as in 
1946 when OPA folded. 

The. real bottleneck today is 
manpower. We do not have 
enough workers to . produce 
tanks, guns, planes, ammuni- 
tion, and ships, along with rec- 
ord-breaking demands for civil- 
ian goods. Unemployment is 
down to the lowest level in sev- 
eral years, while production is 

t a postwar peak. In 51 out 
of 150 industrial areas, workers 

are almost “impossible to find,” 
according to the Department of 

Labor. 

That means that from now on 
total production can only expand 
slowly—with the labor force and 
the work®week. Moreover, as de- 
fense orders increase, the supply 
of consumer goods will tend to 
decrease. Therefore, the Admin- 
istration and Congress can’t put 
off the inflation issue much 
longer. It will come to a head 
when the Administration makes 
tax proposals to Congress. If the 
taxes aren’t stiff enough, direct 
controls will become inevitable.

thus create a situation favorable 
to Kremlin adventures elsewhere. 
Yugoslavia is the Kremlin’s pub- 
lic enemy number one, and much 
weakened by a disastrous famine. 

The amount needed to help the 
Yugoslavs, about $100,000,000, is 
small potatoes compared to the 
rest of the national program. But 
the Yugoslav aid bill is sure to 
be bitterly and damagingly de- 
bated, if not torn to pieces. This 
reaction here may quite possibly 
be the factor that persuades the 
Kremlin to launch an attack on 
the Yugoslavs. 

Even a successful attack on 
Yugoslavia will be enough to 
make the Western alliance against 
Soviet aggression come apart like 
the one-hoss-shay. So can weak- 
ening or abandonment of the 
effort to rebuild the defenses of 
the West, or, indeed, any Ameri- 
can failure to carry through any 
part of the survival-program out- 
lined above. 

Tgst of System. 

Yet this whole overwhelming 
legislative program, the largest, 
the most costly, the most contro- 
versial ever offered in this coun- 
try in peacetime, must now be 
presented to a Congress led by 
men inherently hostile to it, and 
in many cases already committed 
against it. Graver test of the 
workability of our governmental 
system would be hard to imagine. 

Perhaps we shall survive the 
test, as we survived the far less 
difficult but comparable test of 
the split between the Administra. 
tion and the Eightieth Congress. 
At any rate, it is well to face 
the fact that survival is what is 
now in question. If this is real- 
ized, the new congressional pow- 
ers may be more willing to face 
world facts than in the past, and 
President Truman, who is certain- 
ly not without blame, may be 
more ready to rise above party 
and provide the essential national 
leadership.

Dallas (Tex.) cotton dealer who 
applied for membership in the 
Nazi party in 1935 and for United 
States citizenship in August 1948. 

The lower courts last year de- 

nied Moslen citizenship. after 
conflicting evidence whether he 
actually ever became.a Nazi party 
member. He appealed to the Su- 
preme Court, which vacated the 
ruling and instructed the lower 
courts to consider the applica- 
tion anew in view of the new 
law. 
The court also unanimously up- 
held- the Government’s $100-an- 
ounce tax on unlicensed mari- 
juana sales. 

Justice Clark delivered the 
opinion which overturned a ruling 
by District Judge John P. Barnes 
in Chieago. Barnes had declared 
the tax unconstitutional in tossing 
out the Government’s efforts to 
collect $8700 from Mrs. Maria 
Melitona Sanchez and Armand 
Mota, 

The Department of Justice ap- 
pealed directly to the Supreme 
Court. It said Barnes wrote no 
opinion, but apparently based his 
ruling on the ground that the tax 
amounts to a penalty instead of a 
levy. In his opinion today Clark 
said that, “despite the regulatory 
effect of the tax and its close 
resemblance to a penalty, it does 
not follow that the levy is in- 
valid.” 7 

In another case, the court de- 
cided unanimously that a federal 
tax lien has priority even when 
a private creditor has obtained 
a prior attachment to the prop- 
erty involved. Justice Minton de- 
livered the ruling; Justice Jack- 
son added a concurring opinion.

Even the .organs within. our 
body age at different rates, Our 
brain may be 30, our heart 50, 
our eyes 60. 

The decision whether to keep 
on working or whether to retire 
from our job must depend entire- 
ly on the total evaluation of our 
physical and mental capacity. A 
person of 20 may be too sick for 
a job which a person of 50 can 
ably fill. 

‘During the Congress on Aging 
there ‘was general agreement 
among all sections that forced re- 
tirement as a routine must come 
to an end. 

‘During World War I and World 
War II the older worker was of 
tremendous importance. We ob- 
served that the older worker 
made up for his loss in physical 
strength by greater experience, 
by greater conscientiousness, by 
less absenteeism, and by a lower 
number of accidents. 

There is some disagreement as

‘want to continue working beyond 
the customary retirement age, but 
there is no doubt that most older 
people want. to remain .inde- 


_ pendent, want to remain wage 


earners. They do not complain 
that. they are too old for work, 


but they do bitterly complain that 


others believe them too old for 
work. 

But even the worker of 40 finds 
it difficult to find a job, once he 
is unemployed. 

Many among us, of course, 
would like, at a certain point, to 
give up a strenuous and monot- 
onous occupation in exchange for 
lighter and more pleasant work, 
and some factories have actually 
organized rehabilitation and re- 
training courses for the older 
worker. 

But we should all have some 
skill or interest in reserve, which 
we might practice when our pres- 
ent job is beyond our physical 
capacity. 

It is very doubtful that even 
old-age insurance and the assist- 
ance which is today available to 


the aged can ever give them ade- 
quate economic security. 


' Of the 11,000,000 aged living in 
this country in 1948, about 3,500,- 
000 had no direct income of their 
own, and of the 7,500,000 with 
some income almost one-third 
earned less than $500 a year.

HERE was a time when Kath- 

arine Hepburn was reputed 

to eat newspaper reporters 
and leave their bones bleaching:

She likes this 
method of travel because ‘she con- 
fesses to being a “garbage collec- 
tor” and likes to take along such 
things as potted plants and floral 
arrangements she can’t bear to 
throw away.

He cashes the diamonds 
and the club ace, ruffs a club, 
completing the “strip, ” and finally 
throws West in with the trump 
queen. 

How should West: act to give 
himself the chance (if one ex- 
ists) to wriggle out of the end- 
play and defeat the slam con- 
tract? 

Certain facts are known to 
West: 1. That South must have 
the spade ace. 2. That East must 
have the spade jack—otherwise, 
defense is hopeless. 

Acting on these sound pre- 
mises there is only one play for 
West to make: the queen of 
spades. Then, if declarer puts 
up dummy’s ace, he must still lose - 
a spade trick, because East will 
cover the 10 if that card is led, 
promoting West’s nine; or East 
will play low on the spade three, 
and South must play his ace to 
shut out West’s nine. 

If West fails to analyze this 
situation correctly, he will prob- 
ably lead a low spade instead of 
the queen, and then, in addition 
to the spade jack he must find 
his partner with the spade eight 
—a needless gamble on West's 
part. 

This same situation has been 
covered before, and rather re- 
cently, in this column, but the 
principle involved is so important, 
and so instructive relative to card- 
promotion, that it can surely bear 
repetition!
